Duel and Lum ber, Wcstern Military District reports redeployment require¬ 
ments for lumber are absorbing available supply, and has recommended a re duct if 
in the allocation for redeployment purposes. Disposition of this rcoomecndatic 
vn.ll he taken up v/ith Theater Service Forces and G-4 Division of this Head¬ 
quarters. 

Education and Religio n, The Conference of the Catholic Bishops at FULDA 
submitted a petition to the Allied Control Council, thereby acknowledging the 
supreme authority of that body in G-crmany, Permission has boon granted for 
the immediate re-opening of the MARBl'RG Medical School, 

Trade end Commerce . Open black markets in the US Zone have now been elim¬ 
inated, Legal barter centers have not with much success, particularly in 
HEIDELBERG, STUTTGART and MUNICH, where one center alone . has had a turnover 
of R!.I 400,000 worth of goods in the past six weeks. 

Denazificati on. The Denazification Board, provided for by Staff Momorandu 
No. 36 , has been established and has begun disposition of applications submitt 

to it. 

Finance . Denazification of Germany's financial institutions in theUS 
Zone has been virtually completed. Cvcr 9,000 were removed in twenty major 
cities, a ratio of one to every three investigated. Despite this purge, the 
financial system is functioning efficiently. 

Industry. The activation of regional economic agencies is now providing 
a. source of continuing statistical information- for production control. 

Displaced persons . 561,000 DPs remain in tho US Zone of Germany (plus 
111,000, mainly Gomans,- in the U^ sector of Czechoslovakia). This compares 
with 708,000 in the British Zona, and 110,000 in the French Zone. Nearly half 
of tho 5,000,000 DPs repatriated thus far have come from the US Zone. Based 
on pro V-E Day estimates, the DP program is more than six months ahead of 
schedule. In coordination with G~4> arrangements were completed this week wit’ 
the Russians for tho daily repatriation by rail of 12,000 poles. 

2. LEG^L 

Military Government Co urts 

Western Military District .. . 

HBSSBIT-NA SSAU : In FULDA (RBKAASEL) Mil Gov courts are functioning vory 
much along the same linos as civil courts, in that there have been increases 
in the number of persons using civilian counsel, and spectators arc now 
allowed at the court proceedings, a practice which is believed to have enhance 
respect for tho courts. During'the week ending 2p August, tho Legal Section 
of the Land detachment processed 227 Summary Court records, of which only ft70 
were returned to the Krcise detachments for correction. During tho same porno 
seventeen petitions for review were examined, of which seven were denied, 

HESSEN : The Land detachment has submitted a panel for a General Court for 
the whole of the Land, for Intermediate Courts for Upper HESSEN and the Krcise 
BREACH and BERGSTRASSE. Four cases were triod by an Intermediate Court at 
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OFFENBACH, two involving unlawful possession of firearms, the third for a 
false statement, and the last for failure to comply with a Mil G-ov order. In 
four cases tried and found guilty in a Summary Court at HEPFFNHEIivI, two women 
were charged with failure to secure rcgistra.tion cards, one man was sentenced 
for unlawful possession of US property, and another for conduct prejudicial to 
the interests of the Allied Forces, 

Eastern Military District 

By 16 August, 1274 Summary Court cases had Been reviewed. The most general 
criticism was that Summary Courts tended to punish minor violations with 
unnecessary severity, and to allow more serious crimes, such as assault and 
theft, to he disposed of with comparatively light sentences. 

Three G-oneral Court cases mere tried at BIGOLSTAET, One case, in v/hich 
the accused was charged with knowledge of the fact that a civilian had a weapon 
hidden on his premises, drew a fine of EM 1000 , . In the second, the 

defendant was charged with possession of seven pistols, five rifles and a large 
quantity of ammunition, and was sentenced to twenty years* hard laher and 
fined EM 20,000. The third involved possession of two shotguns and ammunition, 
which drew one year suspended sentence and a EM 300 fine. 


Bremen Sub-District ; Twenty-three Summary Court cases were disposed of 
during the week ending 18 August, Eleven of these wore for petty theft, with 
penalties ranging from fines of EM 300 to 180 days’ imprisonment; six others, 
for unauthorized possession of Allied property, drew sentences of from nine to 
60 days; four curfew cases drew from five to fifteen days. One case, irv-living 
rowing in unauthorized waters. Brought punishment of ten days and a fin* A' 

EM 300, The Senator for Religious and Cultural Affairs for the SubOistricb 
was sentenced to pay a fine of EM 10,000 or he imprisoned for one year for 
falsifying his Fragcbogen, A Ccncral Court convicted a German civilian for 
unlawful possession of firearms, and sentenced him to fivo years imprisonment. 

A total of 92 Summary Court cases were disposed of in the BREMEN Sub- 
District during the weok ending 23 xMigust, 36 of which involved illegal 
possession of Allied property. Of 31 convictions, sentences ranged from six 
to 180 days imprisonment. A General Court convicted two persons for unlawful 
possession f firearms end gave sentences of five and eight years imprisonment. 
Two cases of Germans alleged to have killed two allied nationals on 8 May wero 
transferred from German courts to Mil Gov courts for further investigation 
and trial. In a Fragcbogen case there was a sentence of 90 days’ imprisonment 
and a fine of PM 1000 for failure to indicate ,3S membership from 1933 to 1933* 
when the a.ccuscd was expelled from the party, , 

US Zone, BERLIN: 101 cases wore heard during the week 21-28 August. 94- 

re suited in convictions, four in acquittals and three cases wore deferred to 
higher courts for trial. Fines were imposed in 29 cases, imprisonment in 61 
cases and both fine and imprisonment in four cases.

KdoLSH : ’ . 

Last week, the Amtsgericht at OPIENBACH disposed of eighteen criminal cases 
and 55 civil cases. Prosecutors investigated ten eases. In FRIBDBEBG a 
complaint has boon filed by the Labor Office to make a tost case out of failure 
'to return to work at Ifolfersheim Public Utilities in response to an order issue; 
some came previously. ' Approximately 192 persons have failed to comply with / 
work orders issued by the. Labor Office to return to positions they held prior 
to occupation. In view of necessity of insuring a continuation of tho 'pro¬ 
duction 01 electricity, it is the wish of Hilitary Government to impress upon 
the workers the necessity of returning to their positions in essential industry 

Pastern Military District . 

■h conference was held with tho German legal personnel to consider plans 
for the reorganization of Bavarian courts. Also matters pertaining to reports, 
the contents and the form for reported cases, were discussed. 

BUS:.LIT Sub-District. 


A comprehensive plan for a complete judiciary, with tho exception of the 
Oberlandcsgcricht, has been prepared and forwarded to higher headquarters. It 
is recommended that a second Landcricht be opened at bESEEH(jNDE as well as an 
vmtsgcricht at ITODDSilHj'il, and that additional powers for the administration 
of justice be conferred on the Senator for Justico at BREMEN. Tie Amtsgcricht 
in BIMiEN disposed of 737 applic at ion s in guardianship matters by 18 August. 

The 'Stantsanwa.lt reported 976 complaints were ponding in his office at the 
beginning of the occupation. Since then he -has received 4809 additional 
complaints. To date he has disposed of 4176. The prosecutors report that in a. 
va.st majority of cases tho perpetrators of the offenses have not been ascertain 
The Amtsgeidcht for BILiE-ELJFIETH'was reopened on 20 **ugust, tho first stop 
in the reesta.blishment of the German courts within tho Are is. Authority to 
organize a bar association has been grantod. The Landgoricht a.t BPuDIEN and the 
Antsgerichto under its jurisdiction at'• BRSI.ISN and BLOIIBITTHAL disposed of 22 
civil ca.scs and yi criminal cases during tho week ending 25 August. 

Prisons: 


'Jcstcrn. Hilitary District : 

Tho prison population in KB TAGSBL h^o decreased substantially since tho 
peak was reached during operation "Tally IIo". 

The prison at' FIAHITPURT has a total capacity of 675. Its present population 
is 521. 

HESSEN : The Jugondgefacngnis at K0CILN3BKG, now buing used to confine war 
criminals, is of tho reform-school type in which 14-18-year-olds were formerly 
detained. The ex-inmates have been moved to the BUTZBA3H prison, whore they 
arc segrega.ted as much as possible from tho seasoned prisoners. No adequato 
facilities for youth training arc available, however. A number of juveniles 
have been used to work in the sugar factory- a.t FKIEDBBKG, but this arrangement 
has not worked out very sa.tisfa.ctorily. 

Eastern Hilitary District 

A problem caused by inadequate security -and by the issa.uance of incorrect 
passes, has arisen on the Austrian border. In three overcrowded jails at 









LIC L4UFEN nearly 200 non and women arc "boing held, mostly awaiting trial as 
pass or travel violators. L number of those persons liavo travelled from places 
as distant as HiSUKG, STETTIN, LEIPZIG-, GQSPPIMG-EIT, InSSEL, lePEPELD, and 
ESSEN, throught the British and French Zones, and through the tTic'US Military 
Districts (without being picked up a.t road blocks), reaching LK 1LYUFEN where 
security guards have finally taken then into custody* These transients converge 
at three river-border towns: FHSILL3SIMG, LLUFEN and TITTMGNIG, and have been 
found travelling on certificates issued by G-ernan burgermointers, the G-ernan 
Red Cross, various other G-ernan agencies (including the railroads), French and 
Russian discharge papers, and British Mil Gov headquarters ponses. Others 
have had only their registration peepers. Through lack of information, or due 
to some misunderstanding or improper operation by detachments, none of these 
certificates were countersigned or approved by Mil Gov or CIC detachments. L 
full report on the border problem is being -prepared. 


The civilian administration committee for prisons met in the JustizpaTLast, 
MUNICH. This committee is drafting an overall administrative program for 
prisons and other institutions, recommending revisions for probation and parole 
laws in BLVLRIL and recommending modifications of the Youth Let of 1924, The 
Stantsanwalte present stated that they would very much like to see the US 
probation and parole systems introduced. This committeo will make periodic 
reports on progress. 

Lt a conference hold with,, prison officers from three Rogicrungsbczirk 
detachments, it was decided that when prisoners are transferred from a jail 
to a prison the Mil Gov detachment from which the prisoners come will arrange 
for transportation and be responsible for the delivery of prisoners to the 
prison. 


Prisons in IvIUNICH : Lt BSRNLU prison nine poles and Jugoslavs escaped 
from the third floor of the main cell block on the night of 11-12 Lugust. Lt 
STLDELKEIM prison there were as of the 12th of ^ugust 642 inmates in the prison 
Of these, 283 were serving sentences. Of the remaining 359 prisoners, 200 
awaiting trial were transferred from the Polizeiprasidium on 9 i.ugust. 70 of 

the balance arc CIO detainees, and 89 are untried persons who were in the prisoi 
at the time of occupation. In addition to those in STLDELHEIM prisons, there 
arc 130 persons waiting trial in NSUDECM Prison, In CORNELIUS STREET Prison 
there are 38 persons serving sentences. LLUFEN prison was inspected on 14 
Lugust. There still remained 130 concentration cai.p inmates, who have "aeon -- 
transferred to a nearby Dp camp, ■ The health of these men has improved, and ai 
but fifteen have been discharged from the prison hospital. The security guards 
were instructed to remain at the RCTHE1F3LD Prison until conditions in the 
community became quiet. The -prison is operating well, but there is a large 
number of DPs in the area who are a potential threat to the property and 
livestock of the prison. 

\ 

BERLIN. Following conferences with public Safety and German Court officia.1 
a plan for establishing supervision of penal institutions has been drawn up. 

In the absence of competent German administrative authorities, the General- 
staatsarwa.lt a.nd the Chief President of the Landgoricht, will be charged \/ith 
the determination of the policies in relation to all prisons, jails and de¬ 
tention homes now existing or which may subsequently be established. 


3 . PUBLIC FINLITCB 

Lt Land level, public finance machinery in the Eastern Military District 
is well established and functioning, while in the Y/o stern Military District 
the delayed Incisions on Zonal, boundaries complicated the establishment oi 
Land public finance machinery, administration of public finance at lower 
levels in the latter district is well established. Temporary Ministers of 
Finance have been named for HESSEN and ELDEN-YAjERTTdvIBERG, but no 1 inanco 
officials have been named in HES3EI.-MLSSLU. Practically all governmental 
units are operating on a. deficit. Budget deficits are covered oy drawing on 
cash resources and. borrowing• Tho level of tajc collections and puolic revenue 
necessarily below the pro—occupation lovo.1* has. nonetheless "been min mined at 
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a level which is relatively ahead of the rest of the economy, averaging from 
lp per cent of 1944 collections in industrial raid financial areas to 35-40 por 
cent in rural and smaller, less-damaged urban areas. Contributing factors in 
the currently reduced tax collections are the following: restricted banking 
facilities; suspension of postal services; restricted travel and comnunications: 
reduced economic activity - both as a base on which some taxes arc imposed and 
as a source of income for payment of taxes; damage to property of taxpayers; 
destruction of tax records; in experience or inade cjuacy of collection staffs; 
closing of damaged tax offices; and displacement of the. population. 

Expenditures have been pared down where practicablo, but extraordinary 
occupation expenses and the assumption by lower echelons of government of 
expenses normally paid by the Roich and higher echelons of government havo 
•prevented governments from reducing expenditures to the level of public rovenuoa 
Further reduction in expenditures, hardly practicable in the near future, and a 
substantial increase in revenues, will ho.vc to bo effected before balanced 
budgets generally can be rcaJLizcd, 

BAVARIA. 


Public revenues for the Land are collected through the two tax collection 
districts or Oborfinanzbozirkc, with headquarters in ITUId-IBESG raid MUNICH. 
Supervision and control of government ad finance for the Land is exorcised 
through the Hinistry of Finance, located, in MUITCH. 


The preliminary 1945-46 budget for BAVARIA is divided into two pearts: one, 
..covering ord.ina.ry Land revenues and expenditures, the second, former Reich 
revenues and expenditures, planing total revenues a.t RM 1,284 million .and 
expenditures at Hi 1,810 million. Largest deficit items in the budget were 
anticipated deficits of Pi; 600 million and RM 130 million respectively in the 
operation of the Rcichsbahn and Rciclispost. Extraordinary expenditures, such a; 
food subsidy payments, hospital and occupational expenses,...are expected to 
swell the deficit to over one billion Reichsmarks by the end. of the' current 
fiscal year. 

Tax collections have varied weekly from 30 por cont to approxima.toly 40 
•per cent 01 collections for the same periods of last year, with la.test returns 
favoring the latter figure. Collections in 56 of the 69 Finanzaemtcr of the 
MUNICH Oborfinanzbczirk totalled EM 78 million from 1 April to 39 Juno, 
approximately 36 per cent of the total for 69 Finanza.cm.tor for the same quarter 
of I 9 L 4 . The wage and income tax, with the .turnover tax, accounted for 83 per 
cent of 1945 collections. The corporation income tax, although less' than ten 
per cent of the 1944 collections, constituted'tho third largest source of 
income.

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Comparative data for tax collection in PR/RnPUET indicate that 1945 
collections are running about 13 per cent of those for the sane periods of 
1944 * Tax arid customs collections for the first quarter of US occupation, 

1 April to 30 June totalled EH 27*3 million in contrast to a total of EM * 

186 million for the same quarter of last year. The personal income and wa.ro 
tax and the turnover tax account for approximately 60 per cent of current « 

collections, with the corporation income tax. (4 per cent of the total for tho 
same quarter of last year) being the third most important source of revenue. 

HESSEN . The Land ministry of ‘finance has been established, and a -pre¬ 
liminary Land budget drawn up. The budget anticipates the relatively low 
deficit of Nil 16 million for the current fiscal year, with estimated income at 
KM 91 million and expenditures at EH 107 million. The various lower govern¬ 
ment al units arc currently operating on the basis of their 1944 budgets while ( 
new budgets are being prepared. Comparative data, for tax collections acre 
still lacking, but one estimate of current tax collections places them as high 
as 30 por cent of normal collections. c 

EALEN-WbENTTEI.IBERG- . 

The Ministry of finance established by the Prench for LUERT..EHBERG was 
temporarily retained by American occupation authorities on assumption of 
control on 8 July. To date no Land budget has been drawn up and little 
information is available on the status of public finance in the Le.ixl. 

The 1945-46 budget for STUTTGART anticipates a deficit of EI.I 35 million, 
with expenditures estimated at EH I 83 million. Comparative tax collection 
data arc la.cling for the Land as a ’Hole but collections for the nineteen-day 
period 29 May - 16 June in HEIDELBERG totalled EM 1.9 million, 4-4 per cent 
of collections for the same period of 1944. Tax collections in STUTTGART 
a.rc estimated at approxima.tely eight percent of 1944 collections. 

BEBHEN Sub-District . Tax collections in the first quarter of the current 
fiscal year (l April to 30 June) totalled EM 24 million, as against 167*4 
million for the same quarter of 1 lent year. As in PR/JLLURT and MUNICH the 
personal income and wage tax and the turnover tax accounted for the major 
portion, 64 per cent, of tho revenue. ,Thc property tax was the third largest 
single source of revenue, and showed tho highest proportion, 46.1 per cent 
of current revonue, to revenue collections during the corresponding period of 
la.st year. 

BEELIN . 

The National, or- old Reich Taxes, arc colic ctod by the 33 Pinanzaomtor and 
the six Sollacmtcr under the c ontrol of the Ob erfinanzpr e side nt. municipal 
taxes arc collected through the 21 Steueracmter, one in each Vcr\/nltungsbczirk ( 
LL1 finance activities a.rc coordinated through the Sta.dtra.t for Reich and 
Municipal taxes and the Stadtrat for Municipal Payments, two of the 12 a.dvisor; 
to the Hagisrat (Oborbtirgermeister). 

The city budget is currently in the process of preparation, with setting 
uiD of revenue tables causing considerable difficulty, a.s current tax 
collections are less than. 10 per cent of normal collections. Public revenues 
for the months of June and July totalled EM 32.8 million a.nd HI 29.1 
respectively, while expenditures amounted to EM 55 end 63.6 million for the 
same two months. Tho deficits wore mot through an extension, of bank credit 
totalling EM 75 million. 

4. PUBLIC HEALTH 

Communicable Diseases

locating of these ca.scs. 


Typhoid control measures arc being effected in BERLIN and BAVARIA, whore 
there has been a marked rise in the number of eases. 

Nutrition : Nutritional status of the civilian population in the 
bd gone continues to receive concentrated study by observations by Survey 
Teams in the Field and by staff specialists who evaluate all findings, An 
estimate of the status of nutrition of the population in the .NS :• Zone 

is included in Appendix "A", 


Venereal Disease ; Frequent conferences axe being hold throughout the US 
Zone concerning the Venereal Disease Control program. Venereal clisoa.se eases 
continue to rise in PR/JICPURT, where there is a reported high incidence among 
discharged Gorman P’/s, Similar situations elsewhere have resulted in distri¬ 
bution of a, directive which forbids. discharge of Gorman prisoners of war halving 
venereal disease in an infectious stage. 


Reporting measures now in effect should uncover most soirees of infection. 
Special wards (in s me instances, whole sections) of hospitals in the various 
ICrcise in the lest era Military District have been talon over for isolation a.nd 
treatment of venereal disease cases. • • • 


Communicable diseases reported for June and. July have been listed territoria 
raid are included as Appendices "B" and "C”. 

Hospitals : In many areas, hospital facilities remain adequate. Arrangement 
have been initialed for the discharge of military patients and personnel in the 
seven Jchrmacht hospitals of the Eastern Military District prior to the 
institutions’ being turned over to civil control under Military Government 
supervision. In H33S1EN the shortage of hospital beds is very severe, and steps 
are being taken to increase the number available. 

Medical Supplies; At a recent conference held at this headquarters of 
Medical Supply Officer , it was agreed that captured medical supplies arc to be 
■ used only after German civilian supply sources have been exhausted. Captured 
supplies will be used to supplement civilian production during the coming year. 
In general, medical supplies are adequate in most areas. The problem of baby 
food with milk and/or milk sugar bases remains pressing in HESSEN. Aid has bcci 
requested in processing these baby foods as tho two points of supply are in 
SCHIE.JJIG-HOLSTEIN and in SV7ITZERIAND. There is a growing shortage of ether, 
chloroform and chloraothyl in STUTTGART, 

Veterinary: in epidemic of hog cholera has boon reported in the Landkroisc 
of PASS All 'and''GRIEGBRCIT. Quarantine measures aro in force and the epidemic 
is under control. 

Nursing: In offoctivo nursing program under supervision of German Public 
Health officials A is being conducted in HB NIEDERjAIVEPII. Pour 

nurses arc a. ssigned a.roa.s a.nd report to the public Health Officer through tho 
Chief Nurse.

Public Assistance. 




The Government of HESSEN has organized a committee of welfare officials 
charged with the task of studying and simplifying the we If arc lavra and organ¬ 
izations in the Laid, with a view to modelling then in accordance v/ith Nil Gov 
directives. 


Vo If arc agencies in RB KASSEL arc organized within a. Kommunalvcrwa.lt ung a.t 
Rogicrungsbczirk level. Temporarily, however, the various Kreiso welfare 
offices arc functioning as separate units, because of inadequate communications. 
Institutions such a.s insane asylums, orphanages, schools for delinquents and the’ 
blind are being administered from the Regierungsbozirk level. 


8K KASZEL estimates expenditures a.t Pil fCO, 000 per month for relief, child 
carc, and institutions. 


For returning refugees and military dischargees who hoed assistance in re¬ 
establishing themselves, several Kreiso including WIESBADEN, KASSEL and FRAHIGNJI 
arc making "once only’ 1 grants up to HE-.I 300 to aELlow purcha.se of clothing, house*' 
hold supplies, etc. 


Community Organization : In BADEN-Y/UERTTEI.IE3RG a ’‘Central Organization of 
Cha.ritablc Foundaticns" (conparable to a Council of Sccio.1 Agencies in the US) 
is being reconstituted. It vn.ll coordinate the work of private agencies and 
their relationship to the public agency problems. 


Red Cross Activities : In BADEN-V.'UERTTEI'.IBSRG, whore there is much local 
Red Cross activity, the work of the reorganization of the Red Cross a.t a. Land 
level is well under way. Land detachments in HESSEN and BAVARIA ha.ve been giver 
authority to allow the Land Red Cross units to proceed v/ith their plans prior tc 
receipt of the Directive on the Control of Privat*qp#«ipnem Vclfe.ro Organizations, 
which is now in the process of issue. 


6. EDUCATION 


The Chief Land and Regiorungsbezirk Education and Religious affairs Officer,' , 
were called to this headquarters for a two-day conference. 


Youth: An indication of the planned youth activity in HESSEN is the specie; 
youth library bcin, collected 'a.t HEPPEI liSIII , whoro hundreds of books banned by 
the Nazis arc being assembled. In order to providp more employment for the 
youngsters, three or four are being assigned to work with each carpenter, brick 
layer, glazier, etc. employed in. the project, so that the craftsmen may use 
their time in work that requires their skills. 


Schools: AH eight grades of the elementary schools in the US Zone, BERLIN 


ha.ve been reopened. 

permission has boon given for the reopening of the MARBURG medical School, 


permission lias been given for the reopening of all elementary' schools in 
BREMEN. Some ha.ve already opened, and all will be in oner.at ion by 1 October. 


With the concurrence of the loca.l AGO, a conference of 160 GIESSEN school¬ 
teachers and officials discussed teaching policies and administration. 


Textbooks: Textbook-printing for a.ll eight grades of elementary school^is 
now more than throe-fifths finished. There arc now 3,170,000 volumes printed, 
and 1,797,000 bound end ready for delivery. 


7. RELIGION 


The Hebrew synagogue in CHAM (BAVARIA) has been opened for the first time 
since 1938. Considerable cleaning by the local population was necessary, as it 
had been used for the past six months as a pigsty. 
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Licenses authorizing church publications havo he on granted to some religious 
sects by tnc Ini orma. cion Control Division. Further applications by other church 
groups have been made and are pending, 

a ' ' 

••The Evangelical Cnurch oi HES-LIT end the. Catholic bishoprick of* IvLEENZ have 
instituted a joint laymen’s organization known as the Christlicho Lrboits- 
geneindcschaft. The purpose of the novcoent is to further the cooperation of 
leg men oi do eh religions in order to bring about the moral regeneration of the 
individual, the formation of a society based, on truly social fooling, and the 
awakening of brotherly lovo for tho relief of those in need. 

The historic conference of German Protestant church leaders, concluded this 
week, resulted in the creation of a provisional government for the German 
Evangelical Church, which is to be headed by Bishop Wurm of ^/UEItTTEMEEBG and 
Pastor Martin TTionoellor, Thus, for tho first tine in history, there is unity 
in German protest ant ism. The meeting was conducted in true democratic fashion, 
and is considered to be one of the most significant events in German church 
history.

Price and Distribution Program; 


determined nrico control and distribution 


Xerogram was launched this week with the publication of Section .XII of the Mil 
Gov Directive. This section calls for holding pro-occupation lericos, with the 
hePp of subsidiaries, whore necessary; abolition of tho discriminatory features 
of tho old Gormr.il system; licensing distributors to prevent clogging the 


distribution -pipeline; a tight lid on rents; use of German courts end xeolicc to 
enforce controls and -provent black markets; use of democratic local German 
committees to advise tho German -price control and rationing agencies; special 
aid in housing end rationing to victims of -persecution; and a system of statis¬ 
tical indices to reflect current price levels. 


Black Markets ; . g. .month ago o-pen black markets - -places where Germans, DPs, 
aid US troops sold or exchanged farm -products, clothing, cigarettes, loot and 
heirlooms at illegal -prices and in unrationed amounts - were flourishing in tho 
large cities in the US Zone, -particularly STUTTG4RT and MUOCH. Difficulties in 
-proving specific -partici-pation in a black market transaction, and the absence of 
authority on the part of Germans to deal with Dps, were impeding progress in 
stamping out the black markets, campaign initiated by this head Quarters has 
now effectively removed open black markets in the Zone, nnong other methods 
employed wore; tho use ofC.I.D. detachments to dotoct stolon US property; 
making illegal the congregating in a black-market crowd, irrespective of whether 
or not tho gicrson arrested had been engaged in an illegal transaction; trial 
of DPs in Mil Gov courts; uso of IPs and tactical troo-ps (using tear gas when^ 
necessary, as in STUTTGMRl) to back up German enforcement; use of-placards and 
sound trucks to warn against black—'market participation; publications oi tnc 
names and -pictures of known black marketers. 

Legal Barter C enters ; Throughout tho US Zone, legal barter cantors, where 
goods arc oxchangod in rationed amounts and at legal -prices, arc being en¬ 
couraged. part icularly successful arc those o-pc rating in. HZ IDE IBM PG^ end 
STUTTG’PT, whore the center has more than twenty branches. In MULICK one. con or 
ro-oorts a turnover of ml 400,000 worth of second-hand goods in tho past six 
weeks. Those cantors help to siphon off idle goods into legal channels and 
eliminate the black market. . ... 

Prices of Frosh Fru its end Vegetables; To s'pecd tho marketing of marketing 
of fresh fruits and vegetables, Gomman authorities were authorized to gran 
-orice increases without observing tho fiftoon-day waiting period required for 
other commodities. These price increases, however, aro not to exceed prices on 
similar commodities during the corresponding period of 1944. 
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Internal Trade and Distribution: 


Instructions to Economic Offic es: Formal -printed instructions to the 
officials in the German economic offices regarding their- duties are being 
distributed. These instructions - given in the form of an open letter - arc 
intended for posting in conspicuous places in the economic offices, in order 
to advise the population, as well as the rationing offices serving them, of 
the intention of military Government to continue existing rationing regulations 
in force, except as modified by Mil it ary Government order. Such modifications 
arc: abrogation- of Nazi laws which aim toward discrimination in the rationing 
system; goncral orders requiring the rationing of coal, POL, soap, clothing 
and other scarce consumer goods on a strict ’’need" basis only. 

Soap Rationing and Distributism : 

An investigation is being conducted to determine the details of the past 
and present soap rationing and distribution system. Discussions with German 
officials, retailors, wholesalers, and manufacturers concerned arc expected 
to give a comprehensive picture of the system as a basis for future activities 
affecting this commodity. 


Control of Items Allocated for Civilian Supply : Concurrence was given to a 
directive now being prepared by G-4 Division, this headquarters, which prohibit 
the allocation by military -personnel or agencies of items of civilian supply 
ssontial to the minimum civilian economy, where such supply has already been 
JLlocated for civilian use by this headquarters, or There, in ihj judgment of 
Milit ary District Commanders, such procurement would cause serf can shortages in 
the area concerned. 


Intorz onal Trade 

Pith the resumption of production in certain industries, the problems of 
interzonal trade increase. It is policy to make interzonal trade as free as 
possible. However, there arc at present certain unavoidable restrictions on 
civil .'.an movement which make such transfers difficult. Other interzonal 
problems arc: methods of payment and shipment; proper clearance with the 
Military District Commanders for permission to move the desired commodities in 
or out of the District concerned. 


An interesting case in interzonal trade was discussed last week with the 
British authorities. The Third Army area, which is enga cd in a large wood¬ 
cutting, program is in urgent need of wood-cutting tools, wich are available 
in the British Zone. Part of the program includes the cutting 01 pit props, 
w ich are being sent to the RUHR mines. Recognizing the urgency of the request 
the British arc submitting it to their Economic planning Committee for action. 
It is probable that some part of Third Army* s requirements will be met. 


9. FOOD and AGRICULTURE 


Sood Requirements : 

Local stocks of garden seeds on hand in the US Zone indicate a coverage of 
only about 5 per cent. Minimum essential requirements for the crop year 1945-

An allocation has boon requested, and it is planned that a. corxiitteo 
representing all G-orman seed agencies in the Uo Zone v/ill arrange with seed 
dealers from the other zones for purchase and transport. 

Reestablishment of Pam Inspection Comm ittees: 

The main controls over agricultural production and marketing which affect 
the individual farmer had begun to disintegrate prior to occupation, chiefly 
because of .disruption of corxiunications. ’with the additional difficulties 
croa.ted by the necessity for finding suitable non-ITazi personnel to staff the 
food offices, few of these controls have so far been reinstituted. As a means 
of tightening the controls, Farm Inspection Committees are being reestablished 
in each Are is. Those committees will bo appointed by the Ivrcis Agricultural 
official a.nd will be composed of three members, one of whom will bo the Orts 
.agricultural Director. The other two members may bo selected from a G-enoindo 
in order to a.void the difficulty that might arise from the reluctance of 
farmers to check on the production and delivery of their neighbors. Establish¬ 
ing these committees and assisting them in carryin , out their functions is con¬ 
sidered essential in order that maximum use may be made of all -production and 
production facilities and that food supplies may be kept in controlled channels. 

The functions of tho Farm Inspection Committee v/ill be to visit each farm 
in the Acme Aide in order to: 

Check correctness of tho Hofkarto, as to production, acreage 
and livestock numbers;;' 

Review delivery quotas to assure that they aro being mot and 
that cxcossivG amounts aro not being retained; 

' Check .distribution of farm labor; 

Determine the farmer’s observance of tho ban on feeding bread 
grain to livestock, and of the requirement that all broad 
grains, above tho legal retention for seed and family food, 
bo delivered; 

Check on farm.machinery, equipment a.nd supplies and the extent 

to which production may be facilitated by the greater cooperative 

, use of available equipment. 

It is expected that, with the Nazi features removed, these functions v/ill 
aid in maintaining the close control over production and delivery that is 
necessary for the most effective uso of available food resources. 

Agricultural Schools: Agricultural schools aro being opened as rapidly 
as suitable personnel can be located for staffing them. These schools are 
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oxpoctod to help ncct the present lack of trained non-Nazi personnel for food an 
agricultural functions. In addition they trill carry on such research as is 
approved by Military Government, and advise farmers in their areas on the 
techniques for the use of agricultural resources. 


Increasing the Productivity of E v ailable hand : The acute shortage of 
fertilizer in the US Zone points up the necessity for continuing recent 
experimentation with bacteria to improve the releaso of nitrogen in tho soil. 
Extending the' area of tilled land into marginal -poorer land depends to a largo 
extent on the further development of commercial inorganic nitrogen fertilizer. 

In some circumstances, the yields of wheat, rye end potatoes have been reported 
increased by 20-30 per cent through the influence of bacterial activity. 

In the past, work of this nature was dono by experimental stations under 
the supervision of regional food offices; Recently a group of six scientists 
from the University of HALLE, who had been working oh this for twenty years, wor 
re-located at the University of GIESSEN to continue their research, Enothcr 
German scientist has asked permission and assistance to preserve his work alroad 
done in this line and to continue his research. Investigation is being made 
of the possibility that within this research field there may exist isolated 
breeding strains needed to supplement tho bacteria, used by US scientists in 
similar current experiments. 

Shortages of Grain and Flour Sacks , Shortages of grain sacks continue to 
endanger the deliveries of grain and threaten a breakdown of the milling 
program. Unless 1 some substitute material can bo obtained for manufacture 
at the point of need, further difficulties may be encountered in assembling tho 
sacks and dispatching them to the mills. E similar shortage exists in flour 
sacks. • ' ....

Housing , 

In tv,V Y.t?t:. investigation of possible sources of building materials 
continues. Examination of large quantities of building supplies located on 
boats at ihlSSMU indicated that they are not in tho critical class. Those 
supplies hr vo been released by Military Government at p.lSSEU mid may bccono 
available for use in other areas upon completion of tho DENUDE Rivor bridges 
now under construction. 


Tho critical housing situation in H3SS3N-NE3S_JJ has been cased x. by re¬ 
deployment. Et present . most building materials are irozcii ano. little 
repair of partially damaged dwellings has boon cixcc^cd. recent ^urve^ ^gLvOu 
the following estimate of tho basic materials needed to repair 10,000 of tho .

In many KreisG of KB UIESDIDEIT minimum essential shelter has been attained 
by utilising salvage materials* In the city of >ZLiiiSHEEI'I, whcio 13,9^8 uwcll 
ings had been destroyed (9.8 -per cent of -which are boyond repair), temporary 
repairs have been completed on 10 per cent of the repairable buildings and an 
additional 150 dwellings are presently under repair. 


Labor Relations: 


■ In UESSJMUNDB (BREMEN Sub-District) a committee, consisting, of. one worker 
one administrator and one employer, has been appointed for mie purpose of 
handling potty grievances between fisherman and dockworkors. 
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Applications' for- information concerning Trade Unions in OWEITBACH (HSSSEU) 
arc numerous, but lack of application forms is holding up the complete 
processing, 

authorization has been given, in HESSEN-NASSAU, for German employees to 
select stewards. The organization of Trade Unions is increasing rapidly since 
the procedure for forming them was clarified. In KASSEL a meeting of the Froicr 
Deutseller Goworksschaftsbuhb (_rce German Tra.de Union Association) which includet 
a.ll tra.de and industries., in the area, took pla.ee for the purpose of staling 
general aims and policies of the future organization. 

Arbitration committees have been sot up in each Labor Office for the 
Settlement * of disputes arising cut of cancellation of employment contra.cts 
and dismissal of employees, ' In MAI 13EIH the La.bor Office ha.s sot up a panel 
of 18 persons to act a.s arbitrators in la.bor disputes, six ea.ch anting as 
"representatives of the worker- , employers, and city. 

Labor ALlocation . 

The critical coa.l situation in the US gone has led to an order from this 
hoadauartors to procure all necessary labor to enable BAVARIA to produce by 1 
January 1946., a. minimum of 70 per cent of■ the 1944 production output, or a, 
total of 5,500 tons. Inducements offered the miners include additional food 
rations, clothes, and transportation to and from work. An attor.pt is being 
ma.de through the- polish Liaison Officer to recruit polish coal miners, now 
living'.in DP Center, . It is estimated that as many a.s 500 miners may be obtain 
by this moans, 

plans for schools to train German Labor Office personnel are assuming do** 
finite form. It is planned to open one school in MUNICH on 12 September and 
to open another in EPJANG2N on 17 September for Labor Office chiefs and their 
assistants. 


The 'major labor problem in BHA.iEIT is the finding of workmen in certain 
crafts, chiefly . masons, carpenters and wool workers for BREMEN port projects. 
Skilled men are being removed from private firms - to work for the Bremen Port 
Command.

Lit Preps end Fuel~wood . A representative from this headquarters who 
lc-ct wcel: visited throe areas in tho RUHR reports tho supply of pit props is 
now* ccgmning^ to be adeequate. British production is 1400 to 1500 13? daily and 
this will be increased to 2000 tons. Receipts were reported to him to be about 
1000 tons daily from both sources. 

The availability of vast quantities of cut seasoned timber in the Ardonncs 
area remainin';; from railitary use for lop shelter, dugouts, huts and other 
structures was referred to tho Forestry Section, Industry Branch, G—5, as a 
possible source for pit props and firewood. In addition, a tremendous 
potential supply of firewood exists in standing timber that has been blighted 
by shell fire and therefore of no value for other purposes. The area is 
largely in the British Zone, Transportation constitutes an obstaclo that will 
probably require military assistance, 

12, SUPPLY COUTROL 


Unauthorized Shipments of Captured Material to Liberated Areas . 

Liberated aroa3 are rcceiveing unexpected carloads of captured enemy 
equipment, unauthorized for release by US Army technical services. The danger 
is fourfold in that there may be lost; technical intelligence materiel* 
materiel of high dollar value; materiel of possible use to our forces; the use 
of already strained transport ation f anilities. In addition demands for 
restitution may materialize at a later date. Currently cars so received at 
Theater Service Forces installations without authoritative clearance arc being 
returned to Germany. 

Depot Space Shortage ; Recently tho movement of Military Government 
supplies was delayed ponding the readjustment of tho movements program to depot 
capacity in the Eastern Military District, Depots arc under construction and 
the only backlogged area is now HUEPJIBERG. Local conditions chango to such 
an extent that current unloading capacity figures leave been requested by 
Theater Service Forces for each Military District so that this capacity, will 
not be exceeded,

Included in the Prcnch figure of 1,503,591 as of 2? August are 152,633 
repatriated by air. In computing the French total, a 10 per cent allowance for 
self-repatriates was added to the 1,366,901 reported by USPAT Mission (Franco). 

The Bclgian-Luxcmbourg repatriation figure includes 281,008 Belgians 
and an estimated 14,000 Luxombourgers. The 281,008 Belgians include 250,913 
from Germany, 4,642 from the Soviet Union, 11,522 from Prance, 12,572 from the 
U.K., and 1,359 from Switzerland. Of the 254,950 repatriated from Germany and 
the Soviet Union, 8,984 wore political prisoners, 63,553 were prisoners of 
war, and 183,018 wore deportees. Of the total repatriated, 17,571 wore ro- 
*pa.triated by air. 

The"Dutch repatriation figure reported by USPET Mission (Netherlands) 
includes 2,278 political prisoners. 


The 75,000 repatriated poles arc those transferred from the US Zone to 
the Russians for repatriation, or to Prance and Belgium for labor service. 

The Italian repatriation figure reported by Allied Control Commission 
(Italy) includes Italians repatriated from all areas other than the Balkan 
States. 

British Zone authorities report 176,895 western Europeans received from 
the Soviet Zone as of 30 August, American Zono authorities report the 
reception of 286,251 persons, including 231,305 "Postern Europeans, 45,643.

Total Movement out of Bach Zone . As of 1 September, approximately 1,468,0 
(30 per cent) displaced persons had been moved out of the British Zone, 2,415,0 
(49 per cent) had been moved out of the ' US. Zone, and 280,000 (6 per cent) 
had been moved out of the French Zone. The remaining 800,000 (15 per cent) 
wore self-repatriates (persons reported as repatriated by their governments 
over and above those known to have been returned by the military authorities) 
and persons repatriated from areas outside the US/Bl/PR Zones of Germany.

The following summary of the nutritional state of the civilian popu¬ 
lation in the US Zone as of 1 September is based on surveys of all the major 
cities within approximately the preceding ten weeks. The cities included are 
WURZBURG-, ufelDSRG, R3G31TS3URG > LAUDS HUT, MUITICH, IA1B3RG and AUGSBURG in the 
Bastern Military District; and UASSBL, STUTTGART, URA-U'PURT, gIjSBU, H3IDBI33RG 
and WI3S3AD31I in the Me stern Military District. Included also is a partial 
survey of 3BRLI1T and & preliminary survey in BE3M3H. In addition to studies of 
the general population special surveys have been made of special groups such as 
miners and railroa.d workers. 

General Summary r 

The general state of nutrition of the population as a whole is fair. 

The average food consumption is estimated to be approximately l600 calories. 

However, there is considerable variation between the different a.reas for the 
various categories. Intakes as low a,s 800 calories daily for normal consumers 
have been recorded in some areas ( MUITICH) and some heavy workers have received 
as little as 1045 calories (LIITZ). Intakes of other nutrients have generally 
been adequate except for protein which is often relatively inadequate because . 
of insufficient calories. CeJ-cium and vitamin C are deficient in some areas, 
notably in, 3BRLIU. 

Physical examinations show a. high incidence of ca.loric deficiency. 

Average body weights are below normal standards though less so in the 

younger age groups,. Average body weights for children up to five follow the 
normal closely (except in 33RLI1T). The greatest deviation was found in STUTTGART 
where the deficiency varied from one to throe pounds below for girls and one to 
four pounds below for boys. In the ago group five to twelve average weights are 
consistently below normal standards, varying from throe pounds below in girls in 
FRAMPURT to fourteen pounds below for boys in STUTTGART. Ages twelve to nine¬ 
teen show consistent deviation below normal, averaging six pounds below. Among 
adults the deficiency increases directly with age and is present in all localities 
Weighted averages show the following deviations from normal:

Protein deficiency is present in 0.7 percent except in the 33RLI1T 
area where it is greater, (see below) and among some railroad workers in FPJUTKFURI 
where it was found in 13 percent. Vitamin A deficiency was present in 9*2 percent, 
riboflavin deficiency in as much as 9.0 percent and niacin deficiency in 1.4 per¬ 
cent. Vitamin C deficiency was present in l.S percent, thiamin deficiency is 
strikingly absent.
